MK. SPKAKKtt'S DECISION. 

Mr. Speaker ruail his decision on tho 
petition of S. (!fc(u- for a private bill, 
declariii;.; the liilLer out of order. No 
potilii'ii for rolrcs.s from tlie cruwii could 
ill) |)rii.siMiti'il witliiJiil till- uoiiaeiit of tlio 
crown lir.sL haviiii^ hi-cii givvii. 

iVlr. IJiili! desiiud tu aok tliu oi)iiijoii of 
tho house. 

Mr. iieavoii did nut think that tlieru 
was A ueeesaity fur appeal as the matter 
could not bo dealt with by n jn'ivate mem- 
ber, unless lii-st recoiimieiulod by tlio 
crown. 

Mr. l?iil» wa!i ([uito certain that Mr. 
Speaker bad reiuloied a just decision, but 
ho dopiociited tho fact that a tuchniuul 
rule should pruvetit juatioo bomg done 
tlie petitiuiier. Tlie latter had fuugbfc a 
•»igaiitie monopoly, and hia means were 
now uxliaiisted. .-V final ilecisiou had not 
liin'ii ri'iiiloi-od in tlie coinlb until too latt; 
to briii^ in a private bill in t iio ii-siuil way, 
aa it otlierwi.'to would liavu been. 
.•\ll that wa.s lonv wanted was 
that the c.'i.so .slioiilil cono) before 
the liou.-ie aiiil l>i; treated on its 
uierit.s. Ho tnisled that tlioi-e waa sutli- 
ciont love of British fair play in tho house 
to allow the bill to come Dofore-the hous-o 
and the petitioner idlowed to secure jua- 
tice au'.-iiu.Ht a ivealtliy cori)oration. 

linn. Mr. linljann thought the appeal 
of the hoiioi-aUle iiiembor fyr Wuatrninater 
city to tlio seutinieut of this huuse was 
one worthy of a Special pleader. Outside 
of Mr. .Speaker'.-i ilL-i-isii>n, there was the 
li. N. .-V. act and the constitution of the 
[jidvince tw pi ovciit anylhinv; bcinj^ done. 
He was surprised th.-it his lioiinrablc 
friend should have I'lideavored to trample 
under foot all conslitut ioiial practice ami 
the rules of tjie Imii.ii^ in order to sooure 
the i)reseiil.Jition ot the private bill. No 
matter bow just the petitiunor'a claim 
iniudit be, this house was not the proper 
trilnnial iaeforo wliich it should bo tried. 

IJou. Mr. llumpliieys sustained Mr. 
Si)iMke:'.s decision. His ruling was not 
en uiere tee'inioil grouiuU, but was on 
Qonstitubiuual grounds. The trouble was 
bhat the whole buKincss was begun at the 
wronf? end. The petitioner shoidd have 
first insisted that tin- LjoveriHiioiit ijraat 
him justice, and if they refused ho had 
then tho rij;lit to apjieal to the house, not 
in the form of a private hill, but a^'aiuat 
tho injusitce of the government. Ho trust- 
ed his honorable friend from. \V«ataiinater 
would withdraw from the ooorsQ ha ; was 
f«/llowing. 

Col. liakur hiul not heard tho deouion 
read, but since the ])rivate bills committee 
hadcorisidered the petition of Mr. Oreer, 
objection bad been received liom the op- 
]xiBite against the unusual practice, and of 
course that objection intiat Ii.ivu due 
weight. 

Mr. Higgiiis said ho would be willing 
to gii to great length in order to do jus- 
tice over a technical objection, but in the 
present iiiHtaiice, as Mr. Speaker's decia 
ion was ba-Hcil un conHtitutioiial grounds, 
he certainly wouM have to support his 
ruling. 

Mr. Speaker's decision was sustained 
by a vote of 14 to 0. 

A QUEsnojr OF waiihant. 
Mr. <!rant moved, seconded by Mr. 
Bcaveii, that; Whereas the stututes provide 

that no part of tlie revenue shall be. paid 
out of tho trea.sury except in |pin-sitiiiice of 
warrants niidfr I lie hand of lii.'i honor 
tho lieuti'iiant-i,'i>venior; and wheruas it 
has been slnnvii to the lumso, Ihrouoli the 
select slandiiii; cuiniiiittne mi |iulilic ac- 
cimnts, that on the Kith .-V pril, llcli and 
20th of June last suina of nionoy were 
paid out of the treasury without tho above 
authority, and in tho absence, also, of 
legislative authority; be it therefore ro- 
s(dved, that this house condemns the uov- 
erniiient for ignoring atatutoiy oimctinciitH 
which are provided fur the safoijiiard of 
the public funds, and considers the con- 
duct of the guvoruinont in this matter 
both irregiiliir and illeifal. 

The boll, mover said that this resolu 
lion waa brought foi-w.-iiil liecauso of the 
iri rfgularit iea which had lnii;ii didcovereil 
by the public acconnt.s roiumillee. A 
aum had been issued without a 
warrant, and altliuugh it was 
but $737.85, it might-bo 87,000, and 
there was no tolling where such illegal is- 
suance of money would end; 970,000 
ndght bo dhspoaed of in a .liiuilar way. 
The statutes |)rnvide(l for a certain course 
to be followed, and if thia waa not strictly 
carried out, they might aa well burn their 
statutes. [The hon. gentleman read the 
reports of the public accounts comiuittcc 
of tlie2nth March, dealing with the niat 
ter of issuing tho amount out of tho trea- 
sury prior to the issue of the warrant for 
the same.] The iiiajoi-ity report differed 
from tho minority only in the fact that 
they endeavored to ])rovide an excuse for 
the government, though thoy knew it was 
illegal. The matter might bo considered 
a govoriinieiit crime, and it was hut right 
that tho house ahould condcniu tlieiii for 
their illeg;il action. 

Hon. Mr. Kubsi'ii aaid that there was 
little ri'(|uire<,l to bo Haid.on the niatler. 
(Ireat stress waa laid on the fact, of tho 
proviuiou co!itained in Sec, (12 of the 
Constitutitm Act, which provided that no 
payments shtmld bo made out ci( flie trea- 
sury withcuit lirsl having the authority of 
the governor's warrnnt. He granted that 
the payment w.ia an irregular one, but it 
was done for the purpose of moelilifc{ an 
exigency, ami waa not witlnait piocedoiit. 
The piiynioiits ^vero made for tho purpose, 
of obtaining iiflcessary dntA in connection 
with the pro|)OHcd Shiiswnp and Okana- 
giui lai'way in till! inl crests of the coitn- 
tiy. .Ml infornial ion « liicli hail pruv- 
iously lieoil placed befi irc! llie gnvorinnent 
w&a that which had been secured tlirough 
the Hurvoys made by the railway company. 
It waa considered necessary that the gov- 
erinneiit's own engineer should go over 
the ground and report upon the accuracy 
of the data furnishod by tho company, 
and whether tl'.u circiiiuBlancus wore sucli 
as would justify the asaonl to the grant 
made in stipport of the constniction of 
the railway. It had been found iiecea- 
sary to have the engineer start, at iiiico, 
and in order to do thia the amount was 
handed over to the head of a department 
without the usual warnint, which waa is- 
sued four days latter. Ho was surprised 
that the Oppositiuu had taken the present 
course, . for if -his memory serred him 
rightly other governments, and that one 



of which the hon. letulor of tho 0|)posi- 
tion hiul been a momber, had pursued 
similar tkctics. 

Mr. Beaveu - Name an instance. 

Hon, Mr. Robson— 1 cannot name an 
instance, but I will stake luy reputation 
for accuracy that such has been done. 

Mr. Beaveu s.iiil he presumed the hon. 
leader of the goveninient relii'd on the 
support of his majority rather than upon 
what ho had lait forward, to support him 
in the present instance. This was a most 
important fiiult, ,-11111 he did not think it 
waa u.xciised by the fact that other gov- 
ernments had pursued a similar course, 
although he (Mr. ii.) denied that suoh was 
the ease. Tho matter had been clearlj' 
|ilaceil by tho lion, member for Caasiar, 
fur if the giivei imient imild jiay out !^700 
withniil vvanaiit tiiey might al.-so jjay out 
f;7,lH)0, $70,(KJU or 4:700,000, provided 
i liere was such a aum in the tretisury. 
The oxeiiso put forward that other gov- 
ernments had done so was a poor one, for 
if a former government had done wrong 
it waa no reason why another govornment 
should act aimihirly; if such a practice 
obtained there was no .saying whore it 
would end— wo might sia; ipiile an emi- 
gration to the "land of the flee." 'i'lio 
wIujIo nialter was in a nut-shell. Tho 
govornment bad paid out monies without 
the uauid warrants and nothing that he 
eould add would phice the matter more 
strongly llwn it had already been dune by 
tho heu, mover of the resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsniuir - Did no other 
goveranient do such a thing I 

Mr. Boavoii — VVell, there was a govern- 
ment, the Elliott-Smitlie government, 
which waa in the habit of doing oxtraor- 
diiiaryutid illegal acts, second to no othor 
tliau those pei-tormed by llie present 
adniinistmtioii. They, hovvever, were 
consigned to a deserved oblivion for tho.se 
acts. 

Hon. Pdr. Robson -P.UI, they had a 
glorious resurrection i 

Mr. Bcaven It is true a small portion 
of them did rise again after a lengthy 
period had elapsed, but the majority were 
eonaigiiud to the oblivion of private life 
from which they never returned; and to 
which tho present government is surely 
Imateiiing. (Derisive laughter.) 

Hun. iMr. Turnei' said that bun. gentle- 
nioii oiJiHisito seemed to be trying to make 
a groat matter out of a very small one — 
tho advance of some §700 to the Shuswap 
& Okaiiagun Uailway without a warrant. 
This amount waa really advanced for two 
or throe days prior to the issuance of a 
vTarrant; hut special reasons existed for 
this course. Hon. gentlemen had re- 
marked that two wrongs did nut make a 
right, lie agreed with that; but still he 
could not refrain from referring to an 
advance made by a former government, 
without a proper warrant. It was for tho 
sum of $3,600, advanced to Hon. Amor 
DeOosiiioB in June, 1881, the warrant not 
being made out until January 27, 1882. 
(Qreat laujjbter and applause.; 

Mr, Boaven jumpeu to hia feet and 
said: I deny the statement, and if you 
willgive me access to the treasury recortls,l 
will prove that such is not tiie case. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said he could have 
access to the records. There was a groat 
peculisrily about this warrant. It was 
diffornnt ill form to aiij' document of the 
kind over seen here before. 'J'licrc never 
was anything like it before, |)robably 
never will be again (laughter.) It was 
evidently printed for this special occa- 
aiuii, and was signed by the Hon/ ilobt 
Beaveu, (laughter.) Ho could not but 
contnut tho objects for which the two 
warranta wero issued. The one to which 
tho rusolutiuu alluded was for i\ very use- 
ful work, tho carrying on of which had 
been assented to by the great majority of 
this huuss, The other was for tho pur- 
pose of giving Hon. Amor De Cosmos a 
pleasure trip to London (laughter) and 
among the items in the expense bill which 
he bold in hi, hand were some for linicli- 
cg, dinners and auppcis in a 
very sunpieiuus neighborhood, the 
Strand. ((ireat laugliter. ) The mis- 
sionary nmst have enjoyed himself im- 
mensely — no doubt, iif course, in a good 
and strictly niorid w,iy -at least he hoped 
so. (]..aiighter.) lie thought, however, 
ns tho advance 'was made.' nithoiit vote, 
and long before a wariant was made out, 
that it was a grcjit irregularity. (Hear, 
hear. ) 

Mr. Beaveu- -The hon. linance minister 
lias made a statement which should at 
once he substantiateil. if the govern- 
lucnb will allow the adjournment of the 
house and give mo access to the records, I 
will prove that a warrant was issued for 
that amount, before it was paid, and if it 
is not there, I will acknowledge my fault. 

Hon. Mr. Turner— How long will it 
take you 1 

Mr. Be;iven — That depends on how 
your accounts are kept. 

There was considerable discussion on 
the desirability of adjourning the house, 
governiiiout inembeis desiring the ad- 
jotiriimont of the debate to allow of the 
lion, yunlleman iiuiuiring into the ijugs- 
tion. 

Mr. Boaven persisted in the adjourn- 
ment, stating that the warrant might be 
there to-day, but nut two days hence. 
(Jeering laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Dunsniuir thought this a very 
sorioiu reflection and unworthy any inoni- 
bor of tho house. If the hon. gentleman 
was afraid aiiy warrant would be ab- 
struclcd, ho could go over at once to the 
treaauiy, and assure himself. 

Mr. Beaveii would not leave his scat 
unless lliT) house adjourned. 

After further discussion Hon. Mr. 
Vernon moved- the adjournment of the 
debate which carried.

Mr. Bole moved, secmided by 
Cclonol Baker, Whereas, although we 
tail with satisfaction as an impm-tant atop 
in the riidit direction, the stationing of 
"C" Battery of artillery in British Colum- 
bia, yet very much remains to be done 
liefore the defences of the coast and ports 
of the province can bo considered to be 

a state to resist hostile attacks; 

Thorufore be it resolved that an humble 
addimi be presuntod to his honor the

By jiroviding better imd more 
suitable drill sheda for. exercising and 
training corps, and also by providing suit- 
able magazines and depots', f(>r tho safe 
stnrAKe of arms and ainmunitloii.

UO.M.MirrKK OF ai^l'l'LV. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon moved that 1 he 
orders of the day be proceeded with, and 
the reports of the previous sitting of the 
cmnmitteo were adopted. 

On the mutioii that tho speaker do 
leave the chair, 

Mr. .Seuili!) said that tho claim of the 
^overiiiucut that they had made large im- 
piiivements in public works waa not ipiite 
corruct. They had certainly made a 
stupondoua expenditure without li.iving 
iniich to show for it. The claim of the 
finance minister tlwt British Columbia 
was better ofl" for roads thiin in any other 
portion of America, waa also incoriuct. 
It migbt be the case in Victoria and 
IC-iriuimalt districts, but it cert,-iiidy was 
not the case in tho greater portion of 
liritiah Columbia. The hon. gentleman 
claimed that there was an injustice in the 
expoudituio of the revenue derived, 
there bemg S20,0(K) less expended 
than received on tho maiul^md, 
and $25,000 more tiwia received wore ex- 
pended on tho island.' Victoria district, 
by the commissioner's report, had forty- 
two roads; it was perfectly grid-ironed 
with roads. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon — What do you coii- 
sidor a road? 

Mr.-Bomlin said that he did not think 
it Wm hia'glflce to enlighten the chief com- 
missioner. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that Victmia 
district had ninety-oight miles of roads. 
Mileage was tho only proper way to get 
at the question. 

Mr. Semlin did not think the province 
was so well off for roads as waa stilted by 
the fiuithce minister. His (Mr. S.) con- 
stituents did not think that the province 
could rest fiom road building and had 

ide numerous retiuoata for new roads. 
Some of the settlers had 110 
means of reaching any highway for 
lack of roads and the honorable 
gentleman compared the assesatment of 
a saw-mill owner in 18.H7 to that of 1888, 
in the former year it being $o7 anil in t e 
latter $98, though his saw-mill and 200,- 
000 feet of lumber had been burned. 
This was the means whereby the claimed 
prosperity of the country was arrived at. 
Instructiuns had been sent out to govern- 
ment agents to educate the inhabitants to 
higher taxation. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — Tho statement is 
totally inaccurate. No such instructions 
were overissued. If tho hon. gentleman 
will name his authority we will then be 
enabled«to judge whether it is good or 
bad. 

Mr. Semlin would not give his inform- 
ant's name, but said it might be a govorn- 
ment ofiicor. The great fault to bo found 
with the government was tho reck- 
less way in which they frittered 
away monies. The government had 
thia year finally decided to give the 
relief claimed by aquattors, though it had 
been before them for several sessions. 
The provincial aeetrelary posed as a tem- 
perance advocate, but had introduced his 
li(luor bill as a private member instetul of 
introducing it as a government measure. 
He claimed to bo the champion of prohibi- 
tion and temperance'. 

Hon. Mr. Robson— I have never dtme 
so. , 

Mr. Semlin claimed that tho hon. gen- 
tleman was insincere in his principles, 
though he might have changed them since 
last night (laughter.) He had posed as 
the champion of prohibition and tem 
porance. 

Hon. Mr. RoIisdh- Will the lion, gen- 
tleman plo.ase explain what he means by 
his inuendo about last night ! 1 have 
never posed as the champion of prohibi- 
tiuu or temperance. 1 have merely at- 
tempted in a bumblo'Way to advance the 
cause of temperance^ 

Mr. Semlin— I am sorry that the hon. 
gentleman should have to come to ma for 
a clniractor. 

Hon. Mr. Robson— God forbid that 1 
should ever have to go to such a source to 
obtain a character. 1 will have synk far 
indeed.'. (Laiighter.). 

Mr. 'Semlin again referred to last night's 
proceedings. 

Hon. Mr. Robson asked if tho hon. 
gentleman meant that last night ho had 
abandoned his temperance principles, oi 
what did ho mean by hia remarks I 

Mr. Semlin said the hon. gentleman 
seemed rather sensitive about last night. 

C(d. Baker rose and said that he was 
one of last night's party (great laughter) 
and he could assure them that tho hon. 
goutleinan had his private bottle. (Cmx- 
tinued laughter.) 

Mr. Semlin was sorry that the gallant 
Kootenay member should havu exposed 
the hon. provincial secretary. (Laughter.) 
He would say no more on the matter. 

Mr. McLoese, . after some delay, took 
tho floor and congratulated the honorable 
finance minister on bis speech. Ho de- 
precate, however, the way in which the 
monies were expended, and tliougbt that, 
if they were going to proceed as they liiul 
beon during tho past live or six years the 
country wimld be in a deplorable state of 
helpless bankruptcy. Tho honoridde 
membcir claimed that the million loan was 
obtained by false reprosentAtioiiB, and 
tho government had alre.^.dy spent S70,(X)0 
more than they had agreed to; they li.id 
no 8tatut<iry authority to arrange for an 
ovordrdft, and ho would go in to make 
tho govornment monibors responaiblo in 
the same way as companies directors were. 
He saw that there was no revote for tho 
Hixon creek sloic;h road. There was a 
revote for tho Jubilee Hospitjd, and ho 
trusted tho revote for a sleigh road to 
Hixon creek would also ho made. Heforo 
sitting down, though he had a bad cnld, 
ho ivould move in amondment to the 
motion that Mr. Speaker do leave the 
ohnir "that the government have been 
romisB in not protecting the interests of 
the minor on Indian reserves." Miners 
who -had been oompoUod to cut timber 



1 fniin Indian reserves had been charged by 
Indian agents stumpage for cutting 

lumber for sluices. Mineral riglit.s and 
timber should be as free an Indian re- 
serves to the miner, as thoy were on the 
crown lands. .-Vt presont minors 
li.id to make ap|)licatioii and pay 
fees to the Indian department for 
such rights. There was another 
matter that ought to be attended to. In- 
dian agents had issued instructioiis, pro- 
liibiting the sale of hay or grain from 
I iidian reserves, and he thouglit as the 
commiRsionerH had been so liberal in their 
LTiiuits to Indians they should allow them 
I o sell their siiriiluH prod lice. He would 
'lierefure muve the aiiiendiiiout, aeconded 
by Mr. Ladner. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that while not 
leviowing the able and statoaiiianliko 
speech of the hon. member who hud just 
■iat down, ho would just point that the 
i.p-ievance on which the resolution of cen- 
sure was based, was never brought before 
1 he government either by himsolf or any 
one else. How then eould any attention 
have been paid to it by the govornment 
until they had tirst been made aware 
of it V 

Mr. McLeeae said in explanation that it 
was only lately that he had heard about 
the latter matter, but railtera had com- 
plained to him during the past ye.ir with 
regard to the niinorals and timber. 

C<i\. Baker s.iid tho matter complained 
iif had been considered by tho mining 
euiniiiiitee, audit would have to be a 
i|Ui;sliun of consultation between the two 
governments. The present amendment 
was a poor nieana by which to attain tho 
desired end. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys, during the 
course of his objections to the maiiagc- 
nient of the Riiances, said his advice to 
part ies intending to comi^ to this countiy, 
waa that they should keep away while the 
pi e.sei.t government was in power. Re- 
ferring to the farming community, he said 
they wero a hard headed lot. 

Hiui. Mr. Davie— I thoughtyou termed 
them "chaw-bacons ? " (^ughter.) r 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — I never used 
such an expression, and when you attrib- 
ute it to me you utter wliat you know to 
be a deliberate lie. (IjHUgliter.) 

Mr. iS|)e.iker — Vou iiitiat withdraw that 
statement. 

IJou. Mr. lluiiiphreys — Well, why do 
you lot hon. government opposite— — 

Mr. Speaker — That has nothing to do 
with the ease. You will have to with- 
draw tho expression and don't make a 
second atatement. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys-- Well, all right. 
The hon. gentleman proceeded speaking 
until Mr. Speaker left the chair at (5 
o'clock. 



EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 7:45 
o'clock. 

Mr. Humphreys resumed tho dobato on 
the amendment, and continued to address 
tho House for some time, .'complaining 
that the approiiriation in the eatimites 
for New Westminster dii^trict was exces 
sive in comparison with the smallness uf 
the vote for Comox. 

Mr. Ladner totally disagreed with tin 
inevioua speaker on this question, con 
tending that New Westminster district 
was anything but favored in tho way of 
expenditure, and that every dollar spent 
there was justly duo that district. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsniuir explained that the 
appropriation for Comox: waa nearly equal 
to that of last year,aad.thatuBlight reduc- 
tion was being made in the appropri- 
ation for all tho districts. He, himself, 
would bo glad to see Comox get even 
double what it has got; but it could not 
be heljied, and under the circumstances 
the honorable member ahould bo content; 
it was a rec'kless statement, and it was not 
true to say the govemmerit did this 
through spite, but even if it was so 
it Would servo the hon. member right for 
the way he had acted during tho Bossion. 
However, he (Mr. DunBmuir)waB friendly 
to Comox, intending to apoiid consider- 
able money there this year, and would 
always do all he could to aid the district. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Turner said in reply to re- 
marks of hon. gentlemen ojiposite on the 
tinances, and'to the attack on what they 
called his budget speech, though he 
termed it a simple at'itement of the 
tinances of the province, ho must say that 
the assault was the weakest one he had 
ever known any opposition to make on a 
budget speech. Not one of tho facta ad- 
vanced by him had been controverted, and 
were it not for a palpable error or two 
made by the hon. gentleman opposite, 
which needed correcting, there would be 
nothing left for him to reply to. The 
hon. junior member for Cariboo (Mr. Mc- 
Leese) had made the statement that only 1,- 
200 persons in Victoria had paid the provin- 
cial revenue tux last year. In this he was 
considerably out, for the amount collected 
under this head w°-8 $6,807, representing 
2,2()7 persotis. That hon. gentleman had 
also remarked that with the great amount 
of the very best material he had made a 
very poor showing. He waa quite willing 
to admit that with more eloquence he 
would have made a vastly better showing. 
He regretted that he had not been able 
to do-full justice to the subject, and was 
thankful to the hon. gentleman for re- 
iuinding him that the position of tho 
province's tinances waa much bettor than 
ho had made them app3ar. (Hear.) He 
would now turn to the ; e;narks of the 
horu member for Comox. He hardly 
knew how to desorib&his speech. It was 
as usual well delivered. There was an 
abundance of words. But when 
the insinuations and iiiuendoes j 
against members of the govern- | 
nient, and of himself in particular, j 
were taken away, there waa nothing left 
but euqity words. Tho fertility of the 
brain of that hon. genthmian in concocting 
false cbivrgos against other hon. members 
was remarkable. He seemed to spend 
most of his time in endeavoring to filch 
away the goud name of members of this 
government. He had persisted in this 
course all through the session, beginning 
almost the hrat day with an iiisinuat im. 
iigainst himsolf (Hon. Mr. Turner), and 
then in a cowardly way endeavored to 
aliiidd liimaolf behind the assertion that 
all he Kaid was <if a poUUdttl' natdra Tin 
hon. gentleman hitil that afternoon re- 
marked that he thought of taking a tri| 
to Prince Edward Island in order to make 
enquiries into some transactions lliere ii, 
18(12. He was not aware whellier that 
hon. gentleman ever travelled under 111 
alius. He had, known men of hia stamj 
to do so. At any rate if bo went ti. 
tho Island Province, he would reeom- 
nieiid him to assume an alias before sljii t 
ing, for the people there were noted tor 
their love of straightforward .lealing am 
for their hatred of cowardly .ittenipls to 
defame a man's character. If that hon. 
gentleman desired to take a ploa^ant trip 
ho would recommend that ho l^iko a visii 
to his old stamping ground in Lillooet. 
Ho might there enquire into the wants I'oi 
eliildrons' at-ockiligs, shoes and ho 01 
(laughter), ai,d if he had .uiy of liiH se.s 
sional idlowaiice left he ci iiilil use it in 1 
beneficial and honest way (lii.'ar.) Soiif 
parts uf tho hon. gentleman's speech ie> 
minded him of his (Hon, Mr. Tunier'i) 



boyish days on the cricket field when he 
used to buy a penny bottle of ginger-pop. 
This mainly consisted of frotli and fluster, 

and a spoonful of fluid, not very satisfac- 
tory to the thii-sty. His (Mr. H.'b) 
speeches much resembled this ginger-pop. 
If you blew off the froth there was very 
little left, and that little of the muddiest 
charactur (laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Vernon pointed out that 
with respect to the construction of works 
of a productive nature claimed ' to havo 
been made when the leader of tho oi)po- 
sition was chief commissioner, the New 
NVestminstor trunk road, altlxmgh imt un- 
der contract in 1875, there waa not a dollar 
in the treaauiy to ]iay the contractors, 
and tho road waa completed and paid for 
by the Elliott governmonl. If money was 
to be voted to moot the requisitions sent 
in by the members, a new loan would be 
required every other year. There wero 
over two thousand, three hundred miles 
of roads in the province and a largo num- 
ber of very important and costly bridges, 
besides some number of inile.s of tmils, 
and those cost a eunsidurahle aum annual- 
ly to maintain, irreapootive of the con- 
struction of new roads. The i>rovince had 
expended a very large num in the con- 
struction of these roads and they should 
not bo allowed to fall into decay, more 
especially as they are in daily use. It 
waa imperative to niaiutain these works 
and the government had to be careful 
when undertaking now works, as, 
of course, it would bo increasing the . 
sum necessaiy for niaintenance annually. 
As far as possible the new n^ads contoin- 
platod were' sfteoially designated in the 
estimates, tho ''amounts placed oijjjosito 
tho ditterent diatricta being moio espec- 
ially for keeidng in repair existing roads. 
Tho hon. gentleman wished that the 
country was in a [jusition to comply with 
the reipiisition of lion, members, but it 
was a matter of impossibility. The gov- 
ernmont had endeavored to make as fair 
a distribution with the funds at their 
disposal as they could. In a country like 
British Oolumbia it was impossible to lay 
down any basis to govern t e amounts to 
be appropriated in each districts for ]mli 
lie works. Referring to the revenue the 
chief commissioner showed that after 
eliminating the money receivodfor the dry 
dock and the money received for lanil 
sales every year throughout the pruviiu-o 
for the last six years, the revenue hiifl 
every year ateadily increAsed. It W;,s 
pointed out that the withdrawal of ilm 
forty mile belt from sale or settlumoni - - 
tho completion of the Canadian Pacil.c 
Railw.iy and tho Esquimalt & Nanaimo 
Radway, and the consequent withdraw d 
of the greater portion of the employe s, • 
together with the abolition of tlie rotul. 
toUs which contributed from tweiuy-livij 
to forty thousand dollars a year- were 
of course instrumontul in preventing 
the revenue from being as largo a.-i it oth- ' 
erwioe would have been. Still there 
had beon an increase every year, m.twitii- ■, 
standing, and there was eveiy icaK.m 10, 
believe the revenue in tho future will iiV-"'^ 
crease in a very much greater jn-oportion, ■■' 
He would not go into tlie iinuneiiil poi.i. . 
.tion further b^um^,.tberpppt aition had 
so far made no effort to relute the atate- 
nientB of the Finance Minister. Refi rr- 
ing to tho amendmciit before the IKnioo 
he considered that as tho luovince had a 
roversiimary interest in all Indian re- :
